A DOG-FIGHT 


E got a “Stand by” carly 

in the morning of the first 
day of the Dunkirk evacua- 
tion, and at 9 a.m, we got our 
orders, There were 120 of us 
and, climbing toe 20,000) feet, 
we headed across the North 
Sea, 


We kept well together, but 
of course kept radia silence. 
We knew every inch of the 
coastline to which we were 
heading, but even without 
that knowledge there was no 
mistaking i was Dunkirk 
Only ai few minutes after 
Jeaving Britain) and at) our 
height we could see the pil- 
lara of smoke rising from the 
burning town and the villages 
all the way up from Calas.

Which dietater Marshal Petain 
took for hin model in’ devising the 
new Constitution thrust upon 
France is stl] uncertain, His 
partiality seems to be for the 
subabtern dtallan potentate, whose 
kept Prens is returning thanks by 
attacks Of contemptuous virulence, In 
the slavery to Nazism which — the 
Marshal has planned for his country 
he Inlends to be absolute.

As “Chief of the French States” Ne 
in the sole exccutive and legislative 
uuthority, Even when he chooses 
to appoint new unrepresentative as- 
semblics, after a fashion of his own 
choosing, he con Ignore them when- 
ever It pleases him to say there $5 
“tenslon from abroad or a period of 
Bruve internal crisis’—conditions 
which the Petain-Laval alliance 
In not likely to terminate. Further 
fears are confessed by the article lay- 
ing down that the Marshal can 
declare a state of slege whenever or 
wherever he thinks At. The assem- 
bles ore permitted to exercise only 
one restraint upon him, and an odd 
one it Is, The Marshal cannot: de- 
clare war “without their previous 
assent.” It Js a curlous but indiscrect 
speculatilén what wild impulse of his 
own Marshal Petain thought it neces- 
sary to guard against.

Havinst previously denied theft of a 
quantity of Volunteer rations, 


prentice engineer of Johnston Road, 
admitted the offence through hia 
kohiettor when he appeared on re- 
mand before Mr, G, T. Lowry at 
Central Magistracy yesterday,

committed larceny, by batles, of a

Mr. H. A. de B, Botelbo appeared 
for Maher, and an the larceny charge 
Wan admitted, Det,-Sergeant Cullinan 
on alternative charge of 
receiving stolen property, 

Capt. EON. Thursby, Adjutant of 
the Hongkong Volunteer Defence 


Det -Sereant Cullinan sald that: 
tlefendant owas employed by the! 
Ucogkong Electric Company, and in 
bes spare time was nh member of the 
Anny Service Corps of the Hongkong 
Volunteer Defence Corps, As His 
Worship Was awore, cach Company 
wan mobilised fur a day a week for 
Gaining, and Maher's job on August 
WW was to deliver rations to varlous 
positions occupled by Volunteers, 

On thin day, the No, 4 Company 
wan statiened at Cape Collinson 


under Capt) Valentine, and, when the 
tations arrived, Capt, Valentine = In- 
sliucted Cpl. Lo to take delivery of 
them, ‘The ratlons were brought up 
and hid out for cheelting, but on 
this particular day no chit waa given 
fur signature concerning correct re- 
cont ofthe rations, * & 

When the rations were made out, 
Cpl. Lo bappened to look fnto the 
rations basket and he saw small 
poreeks underneath a tarpaulin, 
Glaneing at the parcels, Cpl. Lo 
tnund that they contained a certain 
Amount of sugar, tea, and a tin of 
milk, 

Tt was a hot doy, and Cpl. Lo did 
not tuke much notice of this, and, os 
the ten was already laid out at the 
bottom of u hill, no query was raiscd. 
After he had finished drinking his 
tea, Cpl, Lo, apparently, thought that 

fittie weak, and It sud- 
denly dawned on him that the tea, 
milk und sugar In the basket were 
rations fur No, 4 Company. A report 
was made to Capt. Valentine, 

Cpl. Lo went down to the rntions 
lorry, and he discovered that in the 
basket was some sugar, but the teu 
and milk were gone. The sugar was 
shown to Capt, Valentine. A report 
was Inter made to C. S. M. Baskett at 
Volunteer Headquarters, and Maher 
on bein questioned was not able to 
give satisfactory answers, said Det.- 
Sergeant Cullinan. 


Found In Haversack 


After a’ Httle while, C. S. M. 
Baskett asked Maher to open his 
hoversack, and in this were found the 
missing ten and milk. ‘That was at 

p.m, and Moher hnd been to Cape 
Collinson at 12.30 pam, and had re- 
turned at 2.30 pm. Maber went out 
again at 4.30 p.m. to deliver rations 
and returned between 6 p.m. and 
6.30 pm... ; 

Continuing, the Det.-Sergeant sald 
Moher had stated that he had wished | 
fo return ‘the tea and milk to the 
compradore, Maher had ample time 
to do this between 2.30 p.nt. and 4.30 
pm..and 7-p.m., when he was ques- 
tloned by C,.S. M. ’ Baskett. The 
compradore had been fin his ‘store oll 
the day and had received no rations 
that had not been consumed, Maher 
had made a report that the rations 
were correct and that nothing was to, 
be returned to‘the store. 


On August 20,. the Police were

and, following a report being made, 
Maher was taken into custody. and

“I cannot understand the attitude 
of these people,” Mr. O'Connor ndd- 
ed, “They volunteered the accom- 
modation—for which they would be 
patd—nand the children were the 
nicest bunch of kids I have seen.” 

Another guest house, in St. Kilda, 
which sought Inclusion in the official 
accommodation ist, and: accepted 
tentatlve bookings, insultingly re- 
fused to accept o party of evacuces, 
Mr. O'Connor ndded. They were 
inunedlately placed in another 
buarding house, 

Mr. O'Connor praised the help 
given by R.A.C.V. members “under 
most diMcult and disturbing condi- 
tons.”
